Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found an advertisement by Herman 
Jacobi, Jr. of Hamilton, Ont. He 
is venturing in a new field for Can- 
ada—at least commercially new. His 
offering is Canadian Stamp Magaz- 


ines. We have collectors of philatelic 
literature in Canada but how many 
we cannot guess. At least there are 
five with extensive collections and 
another half dozen with growing col- 
lections with whom we have had per- 
sonal contact. We speak of active col- 
lectors. Outside of them there are 
others with isolated items but who 
have never tried adding to them. 

Philatelic literature collecting can 
be as fascinating a pursuit as stamp 
collecting proper, particularly as ap- 
plies to Canada items. To build a col- 
lection in any chronological order 
from 1864 will give the devotee as 
trying a chase in many instances as 
search for some of our classic Can- 
adian stamps. We grant much that 
has been printed in the name of phil- 
ately in earlier times is of little 
weight philatelically, yet the story of 
philatelic progress in Canada is in- 
complete without including these in a 
philatelic literature collection. It’s 
similar to Canada stamp collecting. 
A 3c small Queen's stamp is inexpen- 
sive and easily had but no one would 
leave it out of their collection owing 
to its cheapness. The same applies to 
literature collecting. 

And while philatelic literature col-

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lecting in Canada may be in its in- 
fancy there a number of such collect- 
ors in the United States and England. 
Several lifetime.collections have been 
sold for sizeable sums. 

There is this, that the source of 
supply is not great. We doubt if any 
of the past Canada stamp magazines 
before 1900 had more than 1500 sub- 
scribers in spite of some publisher’s 
claims that they had thousands of 
readers. One magazine in the early 
days had less than 100 subscribers. 
The same limited circulation applies 
to Canadian philatelic books. We 
hazard that editions ran from 500 to 
1500. It thus seems plausible that the 
collectible number of any item that 
has survived the ravages of time is 
more or less limited. This adds to the 
zest of the pursuit and offers a field 
wherein a top collection might be 
built up in a specialty that is neither 
crowded with collectors or overloaded 
with competitive collections.

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Outstanding Canadian Philatelists

ISAAC PITBLADO, K.C.; L.L.D. 


Mr. Isaac Pitblado of Winnipeg 


has the rather dubious honour of 
being one of the fifty men who 
‘own’ Canada, according to the book 
“Who Owns Canada?” by W. H. Mc- 
Collum. He receives this distinction 
by virtue of being a director of the 
Royal Bank of Canada; Lake of the 
Woods Milling Co; Winnipeg Elec- 
tric Co; Mutual Life Insurance Co; 
Toronto General Trusts Corporation 
and other companies in Canada. 


Born at Glenelg, Nova Scotia on 
March 15th, 1867 he was educated at 
Halifax Public and High schools and 
Dalhousie University. Moving to 
Winnipeg in 1882 he graduated from 
Manitoba University and was called 
to the Bar in 1890. In 1909 he was 
created a K.C. and was President of 
the Manitoba Law Society 1917-20 
and chairman of the Board of 
Governors, University of Manitoba 
1917-24. In 1984 Mr. Pitblado re- 
ceived the high honour of being 
elected President of the Canadian 
Bar Association. 


As a youth “in short pants’ he 
started collecting stamps and has 
been an active philatelist ever since. 
During his early years in Winnipeg 
he came across some examples of the 
rare Provisional 1877 issue of the 
Manitoba Law stamps and by 
diligent search acquired the finest 
collection of these fascinating 
stamps which won an award at the 
Third Canadian Philatelic  Exhib- 
ition held in Montreal in 1925. He 
prepared the list of the Manitoba 
Law stamps for the Revenue cat- 
alogue published by the late Kelsey 
Hall, which provided the basis of 
the Manitoba section in Jarrett’s 
B.N.A. catalogue. 


In addition to his Revenues Mr. 
Pitblado formed a fine collection of 
the postage stamps of British North 
America and at one time owned two 
12d blacks one of which was the only 
known copy with ‘steamboat’ cancel- 
lation-(illustrated in Jarrett and now 
in the Reford collection). 


Although he gave his collection to 
his son Edward some years ago he 
still follows the hobby with interest 
and, incidentally, believes that used 
blocks of four of Canadian stamps, 
even the recent issues, are good 
property if bought judiciously by 
the discriminating philatelist. 

Mr. Ptblado is a keen curler and 
was President of the Manitoba Curl- 
ing Association in 1910. He is also 
a golf enthusiast and although in 
his 82nd year still enjoys an oc- 
casional game. It is always interest- 
ing to find a man of such varied 
interests giving the time and re- 
search necessary to become a first- 
rank philatelist and the writer asked 
him his opinion of philately to which 
he replied “I have always had a 
great kick in collecting stamps and 
the friendships I have made have 
added to my enjoyment of  life"— 
and this is the reason stamp collect- 
ing has aptly been called *The King 
of hobbies and the hobby of Kings". 


ARTICLE CORRECTION 


In the J. H. Riddell article, *Hob- 
bies, and King of Hobbies," it was 
stated that there were eight stamps 
depicting children. This should have 
been qualified by the statement “who 
became rulers in their own right.” 
We mention this just to keep the 
record straight, as collectors know 
there are a number of stamps depict- 
ing children, and no doubt many will 
have understood that Mr. Riddell was 
writing about future rulers. 


STAMPS WIN GOLD MEDAL 


Ottawa, Oct. 20—Canadian postage 
stamps have brought Canada another 
honor in the  philatelie field.

A study of that fascinating book 
the “Canada Official Post Office 
Guide” a book of our 600 pages, 
which may be obtained from the 
King’s Printer, Ottawa, for $1.00, 
reveals some very interesting and at 
times amusing, place names, all of 
which can be obtained by writing 
the Postmaster of the town by send- 
ing him a ready addressed stamped 
cover with a request that it be re- 
turned with a legible cancel on the 
stamp. 

Alberta produces Chin, Gilt Edge, 
Little Gem, Nightgale, Prairie Echo, 
Puffer, Rainbow, Standoff, Tom- 
ahawak, and What Cheer makes one 
think of a salutation, and Seven 
Persons makes one wonder who they 
are, or were. 

Nova Scotia, possibly because of 
its Scottish tradition, has some 
quaint names, suggestive of the Old 


Land, such as Newdy Quoddy, Old 
Barns and Chimney Corner. In 
strange contrast to its Garden of 


Eden is Malignant Cove. While other 
odd names of intriguing origin are 
Ecum Secum, Middle Musquodobat, 
Mushaboom, Rear-of-Little-Judique, 
Sober Island and West Intervals. | 

British Columbia abounds in 
curious Indian names, the origin of 
whch is more or less obvious. But 
Horsefly and Cinema arouse curios- 
itv as to why they were chosen. 

‘Go Home, as one Ontario hamlet is 
named does not sound hospitable. 
Ontario also has Swastika, Sharp 
Corners, Shining Tree, Science Hill, 
Scotty Springs, Electric, The Slash 
and Vimy Ridge.

Piousville attracts—it 
sanctimonious. 
Manitoba produces Million, but I 
am sure there are not a million in- 
habitants; possibly it refers to mos- 
quitos or locusts. Bonny Doon sug- 
gest a Scottish pioneer. But why 
Pettapiece, Kississing, Justice, Pleas- 


ant Home and Broken Head? May 
we assume that the Broken Head fol- 
lowed too much Pettapiece and Kis- 
sissing, until Justice stepped in and 
smashed up the Pleasant Home? 

Unusual ones to be found in New 
Brunswick include Free Grant, 
Rough Waters, Parents, Chance Har- 
bour, Sunny Corners, Catamount and 
Ripples. There is a quaint sound 
about Petty Cockpish, Five Fingers, 
Mineral, Iron Bound Cove and Burnt 
Church. A Free Grant of Five Fing- 
ers, with Rough Waters added, or 
Mineral, followed by Ripples, sounds 
pleasant! 

Saskatchewan goes in for very 
prosaic names. There’s nothing rom- 
mantic about Old Wives, Cutknife, 
Eyebrow, Plenty, Product, Renown, 
Revenue, Success, Tiny, Vantage and 
Wartime. Subrosa and Tangle Flags 
are rather intriguing. 

Some of the French names in Que- 
bee are rather more intriguing when 
Anglicized possibly, such as La Des- 
cente des Femmes, Trois  Pistoles, 
and L’Immaculate Conception. 

But Newfoundland certainly has 
some of the most interesting place 
names of any in B.N.A. Who would 
not want to live at Heart’s Content 
Hearts Delight or  Little-Hearts- 
Ease? Newfoundland also has a 
Come-by-Chance, an Open Hall, and 
Indian Burying Place, which seems a 
strange name for a place of the liv- 
ing, a Push Through, Ireland's Eye 
and Seldom-Come-By. 

The Postmasters of most of these 
places are very obliging and, if you 
send them stamped addressed covers, 
will reciprocate with clear postmarks 
which will give an added attraction 
to a collection of curious cancels in a 
specialised collection.

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A RARE CANADIAN 
“SNUFF TAX” STAMP

Some time ago, through the kind- 
ness of a friend, I was given the 
stamp which is herewith illustrated. 
I had seen it listed as imperforate, 
printed in black, in Morley’s 1910 
edition of the “Revenue Stamps of 
the British Colonies” and had been 
trying to get one for some 30 years, 
but had never seen one. Morley list- 
ed two values, 1/8 lb. and 1/16 lb. 
He wrote me about 1919, when I was 
buying numbers of Revenues from 
him, that he had, so far, only seen 
“two or three copies” and could not 
supply one as an example. 

I immediately contracted Mr. Fred 
Jarrett, Mr. Pitblado and Dr R. de 
L. French upon acquiring this one, 
and asked them for any information 
they could give me. In reply Mr. 
Jarrett told me that he had the 
stamp in proof form, in black and 
blue, and suggested that Morley’s 
listing in black and imperf, may be 
similar to his proof, which is likely. 
He says the item is very rare. Mr. 
Pitblado has a similar catalogue to 
mine but an earlier edition. He has 
not the stamp and informs me that 
he has never seen, or known of any- 
one who has ever seen one. Dr. French 
tells me that, up to now, they have 
not attempted to list Snuff and 
Cigar stamps in the Canadian  Rev- 
enue Catalogue. This still remains to 
be done. 

The stamp illustrated is in. dull 
blue and is perforated 12. I think it 
will be new to almost all Revenue col- 
lectors. It is series of 1885. I may 
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point out that it is not listed in 
Ketcheson’s Revenue Catalogue of 
1892, or in any other Catalogue of 
Federal Revenues to which I have 
access. 


(Later) 


Since sending you the above in- 
formation on the Snuff Tax stamp 
that I was fortunate enough to un- 
earth, I have just received a letter 
from Fred Jarrett enclosing 3 copies 
(joined together) of the other value 


—the 1/16th lb, unused but without 


gum. 

Where that super sleuth got them, 
he does not relate, but he has dug 
them up from somewhere. In a form- 
er letter he says that he has the 
stamp (without saying which value) 
in both black and in blue in proof 
form. 

This rather puts my find in the 
shade, and I suggest that you  em- 
body the above information in what 
I first wrote. 


PLATE BLOCK COLLECTING

requiring larger than blocks of four 
to secure the whole inscription and 
plate number.

SAYS STAMP LACKS 
1848 BACKGROUND 


J. W. H. Wiliams in a letter to 
the Edmonton Journal, re Canada’s 


latest commemorative stamp, re- 
marks: 

Could it be possible for a stamp 
to be less commemorative of the 


establishment of responsible govern- ` 
ment than this one is? 

Howe of Nova Scotia, Wilmot of 
New Brunswick, La Fontaine of 
Lower Canada and Baldwin of Upper 
Canada fought for years against 
imported reactionary governors until 
finally the principle of responsible 
government was successful, and has 
never since been questioned. 

This commemorative stamp should 
bear the pictures of these four great 
statesmen and patriots, and instead 
of the parliament buildings at Ot- 
tawa, it should bear the picture of 
the old Province Building (still 
standing) in Halifax, where re- 
sponsible government in Canada first 
became an established fact in Feb- 
bruary, 1848, and where Howe 
witnessed the success of the greatest 
effort of his great life. 


BIG BUSINESS 

The counter of London’s chief Post 
Office in King Edward Building, 
London, Eng., is 150 feet in length 
with a generous space on the public 
side. Last year's business included 
429,670 parcels, 370,743 registered 
items, 54,340 money orders, 79,593 
savings bank transactions, 66,364 
National Savings Certificates, 1,197,- 
552 postal orders and 65,370 tele- 
grams. The total value of stamps of 





all kinds which were sold was 
$2,842,780. 

MAIL BY HELICOPTER 
Experimental night flights are 


being made in Britain by helicopters 
working on the delivery and col- 
lection of mails. These tests follow 
the success of trials made a short 
time ago on the daylight carriage of 
mails by helicopter. Experiments are 
being made by the British European 
Airways Corporation in conjunction 
with the Post Office. During the 
last four months helicopters have 
made 100 deliveries and collections 
over a range of 270 miles. On three 
occasions only were flights behind 
scheduled time.

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A Brief History of Papermakins

The origins of papermaking are 
rather vague like many of the other 
materials, machines, or methods 
fundamental to our modern civiliza- 
tion. No one knows for sure just how 
paper came to be developed, whether 
it was by accident or reasoned pre- 
meditation. The only facts we have, 
and these have come down to us in a 
most indirect way, are that in all 
probability the art of papermaking 
was developed or at least brought to 
usefulness by Tsai Lun in China 
about 105 A.D. : 

Actually it all began when man 
became conscious of the power he 
had of transmitting thoughts or ex- 
periences to an associate by means 
of pictures. These first crude picto- 
graphs or ideographs were inscribed 
in the dirt, on cloth, barks, slips of 
wood or bamboo, skins, stones, cave 
walls and in clay. On the develop- 
ment of cutting and writing tools, 
and the simplification of pictographs 
into picture symbols, the well known 
Egyptian hieroglyphics came into 
being, and many fragments of them 
are still in existence. These same 
figures were also probably used by 
seribes who wrote on bark, skins, 
etc., but these were relatively scarce 
and expensive. Thus other materials 
were no doubt sought. 


The Egyptians discovered that thin 
slices of a reedlike plant, the papy- 
rus, laid side by side with a second 
layer at right angles on top of the 
first, could be formed into a flat 
sheet by means of wetting, smooth- 
ing, pressing and drying in the sun. 
This made a fairly good writing or 
pietograph surface, and was called 
papyrus from which our present 
word “paper” is derived. Meanwhile 
the Assyrians had developed a 
peculiar wedge shaped writing which 
they impressed into soft clay tablets 
and later baked to considerable hard- 
ness. 

No attempt will be made here to 


chronicle the various eras of the dif- 
ferent writing materials for these 
not only changed from people to 
people, but in many instances existed 
side by side in the same area for a 
great many years. The main point is 
that paper, a relatively late comer 
to the field, has practically  super- 
seded all other writing materials ex- 
cept for very special purposes. 

The Chinese kept paper, or at 
least the art of making it, pretty 
much to themselves from 105 A.D. 
up until 751 A.D. At that time the 
Arabs who had occupied Samarkand 
repelled a Chinese invasion, and, in 
so doing, captured some Chinese who 
were skilled in paper making. The 
Arabs soon learned the art from 
them and it spread to all the Arab 
dominions. It is interesting to note 
that they used the fibres of the flax 
plant, first made up into linen cloth, 
then when worn out, re-used in the 
form of rags to make paper much as 


we do today tor our better class 
writing and business papers, al- 
though in most cases cotton rags 


have supplanted linen. 


While some paper either from the 
orient or Arabia undoubtedly found 
its way into Europe, its manufacture . 
was introduced into Spain in the 
middle of the 12th century by the 
Moors, and its use at much the same 
time to Italy by the Arabs when they 
occupied Sicily. By the end of the 
12th century the art of papermaking 
was flourishing in Italy, and its use 
and manufacture soon spread to 
France, Germany and Austria. In 
the second half of the 14th century 
the use of paper became general 
throughout Europe, and began  dis- 
placing vellum (sheep or lamb skin), 
which heretofore had been the al- 
most universal writing material. 
Here too it is interesting to note 
that the stage was all set for the 
invention of printing which would 
have been either impossible or too 
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expensive on the other materials, yet 
the world waited for another 100 
years until Gutenberg made his dis- 
covery of moveable type about 1542. 


Papermaking came to this contin- 
ent in 1700 when William Ritten- 
house set up a small hand made 
paper mill in Germantown, Penn- 
sylvania, which was soon followed 
by a great many other small hand- 
made paper mills in the then Colon- 
ies. In 1798, a few years after the 
French Revolution, Nicolas Louis 
Robert of France conceived the idea 
of a papermaking machine, but could 
not get sufficient support in France 
to complete its development. He then 
sold his interest in 1800 to M. St. 
Leger Didot, the printer, who also 
owned a paper mill, for whom he had 
been working as a clerk, and agreed 
to the making and sizing of paper 
on an improved model of his machine. 
In the meantime Didot went to Eng- 
land and prevailed on his brother- 
in-law, John Gamble, to take out an 
English patent on Robert’s machine. 
Gamble succeeded in interesting the 
wholesale stationery firm of  Four- 
drinier, Bloxem and Fourdrinier in 
the invention. They literally poured 
their entire fortunes into the effort 
of developing the machine and de- 
fending the basic patents. However, 
the real credit should be given to 
Bryan Donkin, an English machinist, 
who greatly improved Robert’s crude 
and slow working mechanism. 

It is a bit sad to relate that Robert 
never received the full fruits of his 
labours as Didot, having spent his 
entire fortune in the English de- 
velopments, could not pay Robert in 
full, and Robert, in turn, could not 
afford to renew his French patents 
when they expired in 1814. He gave 
up the business and became a school 
teacher. The  Fourdriner brothers 
likewise expended their means and 
were £50,000 or £60,000 in debt in 
1822 when their patents expired. 
Both Sealy and Henry  Fourdriner 
died in poverty. On the other hand 
Donkin waxed prosperous, and up to 
1851 had made 191 paper machines. 
As the basic patents had expired 
other machine makers began manu- 
facturing and hand made papers 
rapidly faded out of the picture. 

Paper manufacturing began in 
Canada early in the past century. 
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The first mill in Lower Canada was 
established at St. Andrews, near 


Lachute, in 1805, and the second in 
either Portneuf County Quebec, or 
at Bedford Basin near Halifax. Both 
seem to have come into production 
between 1818 and 1820. The first 
mill in Upper Canada was located at 
Crooks Hollow, now Greensville, near 
Hamilton, but the date is uncertain, 
being set by some at 1827 and others 
at 1828. At the census of 1851 Upper 
and Lower Canada had five mills 
each, and ten years later Lower Can- 
ada had six, and Upper Canada five. 

In the meantime the enormous 
growth in the consumption of paper 
both for documenting and printing 
had created a scarcity of rags which 
in turn had led to increased prices. 
Searching minds therefore turned to 
other possible sources of fibres, and 
while it is known now that some of 
the very first papers were made 
direct from the inner bark of certain 
trees, or various grasses, it was not 
until 1719 that Reaumur, a French 
scientist, suggested wood itself might 
be processed into paper. The story 
goes that he got the idea from the 
paperlike nests of the American 
wasps, which are made from wood 
fibres torn from old stumps or trees. 
Later in 1765 Schaffer of Germany 
made a series of experiments with 
vegetable fibres, but little came of 
them. Others, about the same time, 
experimented with a number of 
barks, shrubs and grasses, the most 
prominent of which were Charles 
Vilette of France, who printed a 
book on the subject and included a 
number of samples of papers made 
from various kinds of vegetable 
fibres, and Matthias Koops, a Duteh- 


man living in England, who made 
the first useful paper from straw 
and also made the first all wood 


paper before 1801, using wood shav- 
ings steeped in lime water and soda. 
This was probably the forerunner of 
later chemical pulp developments. 
Since the transition from rag pulps 
to wood pulps was such an import- 
ant one and further, since so many 
were working on the idea, it is no 
wonder that some controversy exists 
as to just who was the first to ac- 
complish it. Without prejudice to 
any other party it seems pretty well

FRED JARRETT ADDRESSES 
PHILATELISTS 


Fred Jarrett of Toronto, Fellow 
of the Royal Philatelic Society of 
London and a member of the Roll of 
Distinguished Philatelists, entertain- 
ed an audience of 200 stamp enthusi- 
asts Oct. 8th at the Chateau Laurier, 
Ottawa, on amusing and serious 
aspects of the hobby in an address on 
the subject of “Adventures in Stamp 


Collecting.” 
The occasion was the second open 
night of the Ottawa Philatelic 


Society and the audience enjoyed his 
comprehensive discussion of philately 
during which he stressed the so- 
ciability which was gained through 
association with groups of collectors, 
pointing out that  philatelists are 
everywhere. 
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The speaker briefly described the 
collection of the late Count Ferrari 
which had been confiscated by the 


government of France in the First 
World War, later to be sold for 
$3,000,000 for war reparations. The 


most valuable philatelic item was the 
cover owned by the late Alfred 
Lichtenstein of New York which 
consisted of two Manuritius Post 
Office stamps on the original postal 
piece and valued at $50,000. 

Mr. Jarrett told "of Col” J: T. 
Green, son of the fabulous Hattie 
Green of New York, who spent 
$6,000,000 for stamps in his life- 
time and described the sale of the 
British Guiana rarity from the Hinds 
collection to a New York depart- 
ment store for $40,000 for advertis- 
ing purposes. He spoke of the boy in 
Vancouver who sold his British Col- 
umbia stamps in order to buy stock 
in a company for which he worked 
and eventually he attained a $30,000 
job with the enterprise. 


Then there was the story of George 
Benjamin of Toronto who put aside 
stamps for his pet dog Napoleon. The 
widow’s request was to retain the 


dog’s collection all because of senti- 
ment when it came to disposing of 
the estate which included valuable 
albums. Mr. Jarrett declared that he 
never met a collector that he could 
not like because they had something 
in common. “It’s a real hobby,” he 
concluded. 


MORE LETTERS 

Apparently the sooner a cor- 
respondent receives an answer to a 
letter, the oftener he writes. This 
appears to be the only explanation 
of a startling increase in the number 
of letters for outside points mailed 
in Edmonton since the “all up" air 
mail service was inaugurated last 
Dominion Day.

UNUSUAL WAY OFFICE 
MARKINGS 


By Frank W. Campbell 


Way Offices were a peculiar group 
of small places subsidiary to a larger 
nearby postoffice in New Brunswick 


and Nova Scotia, the system starting 
about 1836 insofar as I can figure it 
out. 

No marking with Way or Way 
Office in it has been found for Nova 
Scotia but New Brunswick after 1850 
has hundreds of them, possibly. 

I would appreciate tracings of any 
that vary in style from the two here- 
with, always an inch across. 

The Indiantown one is exceptional 
in that it has a type dated arrange- 
ment. All others seen so far have 
just a manuscript dating if any, and 
often the letter rate is written or 
stamped into the center. 

The Upper Kent item is rare in 
style, because none others seen have 
the PAID in the marking. Upper 
Kent, N.B. (without the “Paid”) in 
the normal style is on the same 
envelope. It is still more unusual 
that this place has two instruments 
because it was an office with a very 
small income. It was established as 
an office in 1852, and had a pop- 
ulation of 250 in 1875 directory. 

Indiantown had a large income, 
which surprised me for a “Way” of- 
fice, until I found it was port of St. 
John and now is in the St. John, N.B., 
postal territory. It had a population 
of 2500 in 1875. The office existed in 
1852, and, as starting dates of Way 
Offices are not available in most 
cases, it probably is older than this 
known date of existence. 

About the only way to “date” these 
way offices is to list the year that 
they first can be found in any post- 
master general report, which can be 
found in the Legislative Assembly 
reports for the current year in most 
cases, especially after 1851. 
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No way office existed in Ontario 
or Quebec likely, but “W.O.” can be 
found in a few lists, referring to 
Winter Office. Or “S.O.” for Summer 
Office.

Four previously known proofs, all 2c 
value, are illustrated and written up in 
Essay Proof Journal, April, 1948.

established that Charles Fenerty of 


Halifax actually made mechanical 
pulp from wood about 1840-1844, but 
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only on a laboratory basis. The only 
proof is a letter written in 1844 
which closes with these words: 


“T entertain an opinion that our 
forest trees, either hard or soft wood, 
but more especially the fir, spruce, 
or popular, on account of the fibrous 
quality of these woods, might easily 
be reduced by a chafing, and manu- 
factured into paper of the finest 
kind. 

“This opinion, Sirs, I think the 
experiment will justify, and leaving 
it to be prosecuted further by the 
scientific or the curious. 

“T remain, Gentlemen, 
“your obedient servant, 
“CHARLES FENERTY.” 


How long he had been experimenting 
or when he first conceived the idea 
no one knows. 

However, Frederich Gottlob Keller 
is usually credited with the develop- 
ment of the mechanical woodpulp 
process. In 1840 he read about the 
shortage of rags for papermaking 
and remembered as a boy how he 
had made chains with cherry stones 
by grinding off part of each side 
with a wet grindstone, so that a 
string could be inserted through the 
hard shell. He further had noticed 
that occasionally when the water 
containing the grindings had dried, 
thin films of a paperlike substance 
were formed. Cleaning up an old 
grindstone he pressed a block of 
wood against it and after grinding a 
while saw that the water had become 
cloudy. Later he let the fibres settle 
to the bottom, poured off the clear 
water and spilled the pulp on a table 
cloth. This left a thin deposit of 
matted pulp which, when dried, look- 
ed exactly like paper. His claim to 
fame is well founded on the facts (a) 
that he originated grinding (b) that 
he first conceived the idea of holding 
the side of the wood rather than the 
end against the stone.

AIR LETTER ERROR 


Mr. C. G. B. Stuart of Toronto 
sends us a photo of the new Canada 
Air Letter sheet, showing a normal 
and an invert. It is impossible to use 
the invert as it cannot be folded to 
form an Air Letter Sheet. The top 
sheet of the packet of 100 in his 
possession was normal and the other 
99 were inverted. 

If such an error

as errors have a habit of turning up 
quite frequently there.

errors in all the time that she has 


issued stamps, since 1851.

Not too well known except to the fortunate few who picked them up 
during the late War are the “Prisoner of War" stamps that Canada issued 
to frank mail being sent German Prisoners interned in the Dominion. The 
labels were sent those who intended to send something to the prisoner, to 
assure that the shipment was not charged postage, the Geneva Convention 
guaranteeing free postage to interned prisoners. 


Our information, which we believe to be trustworthy, is that although 
5,000 of these were issued, considerably less than 400 were unused at the 
war's end, and of the 400, we owned the greater part. Each one bears the 
Coat of Arms of the Dominion, the date of printing (March 1946) and the 
quantity ordered (5,000). The reading is simply: 

CANADA 
PRISONER OF WAR MAIL 
P/W POSTAGE P/W 


FREE 


The stamps are printed in black on red paper, gummed, and  rouletted 
between stamps, having been issued in sheets of five. While technically not 
postage stamps, they fulfill a somewhat similar function, and we think that 
at the nominal price at which we offer them, they are a definitely interest- 
ing item for any collection. While available we offer them at $1 per single 
stamp; per sheet of five, $4.00, postpaid.
